Isla 
Socorro, the largest island in 
the Archipelago, is home to 
ten unique bird species, some 
of which are highly endan- 
gered. Dr. Baptista’s main re- 
search interests are in system- 
atics and behavior, with an 
emphasis in avian bioacous- 
tics. He is a world authority 
on birdsong; specifically, how 
young birds learn their spe- 
cies’ languages and develop 
regional dialects.

ISHI, THE LAST YAHI 


A FILM BY PAMELA ROBERTS & JED RIFFE, 
INTRODUCED BY PAMELA ROBERTS, AUGUST 11, 2 & 7:30 PM 


This hour-long documentary film chronicles the remarkable and poignant life of Ishi, once 
known as the “last wild Indian in North America.” His sudden appearance in 1911 stunned 
the country. His tribe was considered extinct, destroyed in the bloody massacres during the 
1860’s and 70’s, and Ishi had been hiding for 40 years--the last of his tribe who refused to 
surrender. 

Dr. Alfred Kroeber, who earlier was the Academy’s first Curator of Anthropology, had 
been searching for years for “uncontaminated” Indians who could document aboriginal life 
in America. Kroeber invited Ishi to the United Anthropology Museums of San Francisco to 
live as an informant and teacher. While in San Francisco, Ishi’s tireless dedication to re- 
counting YAHI stories and demonstrating their traditional way of life, and his remarkable 
lack of bitterness towards the people who had destroyed his tribe, greatly impressed those 
who met him. Alfred Kroeber’s wife, Theodora, brought Ishi’s story to the public with three 
books including Ishi In Two Worlds: The Story of the Last Wild Indian in North America. 

Pamela Roberts, President of Rattlesnake Productions, is a film director and producer 
whose non-profit film and video organization is dedicated to ethnic diversity and cultural 
preservation. She will introduce this moving documentary.

Throughout the world, human cultures have created and used 
masks in search of the sacred. Masks embody deities and spir- 
its which themselves signify universal qualities and powers ex- 
isting in the cosmos beyond and the universe within. Masks 
serve as ritual tools for the purpose of maintaining or establish- 
ing this “state of the sacred.” 

In his vivid slide lecture, anthropologist Peter Gold intro- 
duces us to the meaning and ritual use of sacred masks from 
several important cultural traditions on both sides of the Bering 
Strait. They include shaman vision masks of the Yupik Inuit 
(Alaskan Eskimo); kachina ritual masks of the Hopi and Pueblo 
Indians, and tutelary deity masks of the Apache and Navajo 
Indians (Southwest U.S.); and the masked pantheon of Bud- 
dhism and the pre-Buddhist Bon religion (Tibet).

“LIFESTYLES IN THE DEEP SEA: THE COLD 
& SLUGGISH VS. THE HOT & LIVELY” 


WITH DR. GEORGE SOMERO-SEPTEMBER 18, 6:30 PM™ 


The California Academy of Sciences and Oregon State Univer- 
sity proudly present an intriguing program which contrasts life 
in the typical deep sea with life at the hydrothermal vents 
(deep sea hot springs). Dr. George Somero will contrast these 
two environments to show how physical and chemical charac- 
teristics of the environment shape the properties of organisms. 
Animals which live in the deep sea have adaptations which 
allow these species to cope with extremes of pressure and 
temperature. The “slow species of most of the deep sea are 
slow, not chiefly because of the cold, but as a result of the lim- 
ited food supply. They have developed unique feeding strate- 
gies and other unusual adaptations. 

In contrast to the common, cold areas of the deep sea, the 
hot springs found at spreading centers have abundant life. Ani- 
mals in these areas are active and plentiful primarily due to the 
rich supply of geochemical energy, largely in the form of sul- 
fide. Sulfide replaces sunlight as the energy source for these 
animals and they have developed symbiotic, sulfide-burning 
bacteria which provide their animal hosts with foodstuffs. 
These novel life forms were discovered fairly recently, and 
their study has provided insights into new fundamental organ- 
ism designs. 

Dr. Somero is a member of the National Academy of Sci- 
ences and is the Gladys Valley Professor of Marine Biology at 
Oregon State University.
